FIGHTING RENEWED. 


The outbreak here, quelled Wed-

and a score seriously injured.

LIQUOR HUNT ON. 


Moonshine liquor was said to be a 


big factor In the fight here. Twenty

yards, hunting for moonshine stills. 
This action was taken following re- 
ports that even though the saloons 
•were closed at the beginning of the 
outbreak, many of the homes in that 
district have private stills.

Split Widens, Favoring

London, Dec. 9.—The final result 


of the deliberations in Dublin yester- 
day which developed a split In the 
Bail Eireann cabinet over the Irish 
peace treaty has been to throw the 
treaty into an early meeting of the 
Southern Ireland parliament. In Ma 
statement last night declaring him- 
self against the terms, Eamonn De- 
Valera, Republican leader, announced 
that the Dail had been summoned 
in public session for next -We^nes- 
day morning. 


SMALL SUPPORT.

their presence 
admitted 
them and 


permitted him to overpower the one 
guard on duty there Slaughter then 
opened the cells and offered all the 
prisoners liberty. Only sK took ad- 
vantage of the offer and the ether 
two o,t the guards were locked up. 


LOCKS UP WARDEN. 


He next took one of the guards to 


the office of the 
penitentiary with 


him and took possession of it, turn- 
ing the guards on duty ower to the 
men who elected to 
escape 
with 


him. Next he went to 
the hospital 


and forced a trained nurse to pre- 
cede him to the apartments just out- 
side the walls occupied by Warden 
E. H. Dempsey and his family. The 
nurse awakened them and Slaughter 
then forced them tr» accompany him 
to, the death cell, where they were 
locked up. He told them he would 
not harm thorn, and later, showing a 
peculiar trait of character, brought 
them 
a pot 
of coffee with cream, 


sugar and cups. 


THREW GATES WIDE. 


Slaughter then threw the gates of 


the penitentiary wide open and leis- 
urely set about 
autfittlng 
himself 


and companions with civilian clothes 
from the commissary. What else was 
done to kill 
the 
time until 2:30 


o'clock in the morning, is *iot known, 
far everyone except the seven men 
were locked up. At 2:30 o'clock War- 
den Dempsey said he heard a car 
move out from the penitentiary and 
with the aid of prisoners above who 
cut a. hole through the floar at his 
direction, he made escape from the 
death cell and spread the alarm. 


STOLE AUTOMOBILE.

HAS LONG RECORD. 


Slaughter is 26 years old. His ca- 


reer of crime as given to an Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent 
at the

incarceration In 


the penitentiary here, started when 
he was 14 years old. Be was reared 
in southern Arkansas, he said, and 
when 11 years was convicted of a 
charge 
of grand 
larceny and sen- 


tenced

school. He served his term and then 
drifted into Oklahoma.

in

CONDEMN HEDGES. 


Hedges came in for universal con 


demotion. One farmer declared tha 
if the hedges were pulled and hog 
tight fences built, so that swine an- 
other livestock could be confined t 
certain ranges, there would be muct 
less stock disease. 


Another condemned the hedges to 


the labor and cost of trimming ther 
each year and as a haven for th 
destructive chinch 
bugs.

HISTORY MAKING GIANT STRIDES 


In 
the 
most 
direct and 
vivid 


sense we are 
In the midst of his- 


tory in the making. Ancient forms 
are breaking up and new ones arc 
being fused. It Is not merely that n 
nation has come Into its own aft;r 
and because It has kept its national 
pride and self consciousness time for 


700 years of the most 
ruthless de- 


termination to crush It. It is not 
merely that the greatest empire in 
the world has shown its right to con- 
tinued existence 
and 
expansion by 


proving that it has the intelligence 
and statesmanship to be flexible and 
adapt itself to new conditions. These 
are merely single incidents. 


TWO FORCES AT WORK. 


What is much more fundamental 


and equally apparent 
is that there 


are two forces at work. One is work- 
ing in the direction of self determi- 
nation for small nations and peoples, 
and has already expressed itself in 
the case of Poland, Bohemia, Ireland, 
Finland, and some others. This fores 
is going further. 


The other 
force Is working to- 


wards a principle of loose federation 
among all nations, or at least among 
large groups of nations. This forc:e 
expresses itself in the League of Na 
tions, in Mr. Harding's association 
of nations, and In all that is hap- 
pening 
at the conference 
here In 


Washington. 
It 
expresses 
itself 


also In the act of British Empire in 
making Itself more flexible In mak- 
ing Its ties more elastic. This force 
also Is going further. There cannot 
be much doubt that something big in 
the way 
of world federation is in 


process of Incubation. 


TOWARD 
RECIPROCITY:. 


Incidentally, I am told 
that the 


election in Canada which happened 
to bo held on the same day. as the 
Irish 
settlement, means a tender 


from Canada towards trade and tar- 
iff 
reciprocity with 
the 
United 


States. 
I am told also that within 


a few months Canada 
expects to

IVE minutes ago as I was sitting 
here writing, a man was admitted 


who asked for a 
few 
minutes 
of 


my time. That is 
a poor way to 
begin, for before 
1 give away any 
ot my time I like 
to know what J 
am giving it for. 


He said, "I am 


just out of pris- 
on, 
and 
I 
am 


selling: 
' t h e s e 


coupons a t one 
dollar each. They 
are issued by a 
photographer and 
entitle you to a 


Dr. Barton 
credit 
of 
that 


amount when you go to him to have 
photographs taken." 


I asked him, "Why do you tell 


me that you have been in prison?" 


He could not give me a very good 


answer. 


I said, "You want something more 


than an honest man's chance." 


This surprised him, and he said, 


"There are not many things which 
a man just out ot prison can do." 


I said, "That may be true and 


this may he one ot the things he 
can do and an honorable one. If 
so, and the coupon is wortli the 
dollar, he need feel no shame in 
selling it for a dollar. But if the 
coupon is really worth the money 
he has no need to tell that he has 


been in prison." 
I said, "I should not have asked 


you about your past. For the pur- 
pose o£ this business transaction it 
matters not to me what you have 
been. The people who buy coupons 
from you want an honest dollar's 
worth; that is all. I advise you 
never to tell any one that you have 
been in prison." 


He will not take my advice. That 


prison story Is worth money to him. 
Men tell me that who have never 
been In prison, but who just ought 
to be there. They want more than 
an honest man's chance. 


Now, I have visited a good many 


prisons, and they are sad places 
and in general I think do more 
harm than good; but I have known 
very few men who were sent ta 
prison as a penalty for being good. 
Most men who are there richly de- 
serve it and when they set °ut they 
deserve just as good an opportunity 
to reform as can safely be given 
them. It is hard enough for a man 
to keep up who has never been down 
and It is hard for a man who has 
been down to get up. And 1 try 
to help men up. But I do not like 
to see any man capitalize his own 
unworthiness. 
And 
prisoners ara 


not the only people who do It. 


I paid the dollar for tho coupon. 


I wil] present it to any one who 
wants a photograph of himself. I 
have other coupons purchased from 
other people who wanted a few 
minutes of my timo and, Incidental- 
ly, a dollar of my money.

A New England Murder Is 
Agitating Fifteen Nations 


"Save Sacco and Vauzetti!" Most of the countries of Europe and South America, even 


Mexico, it is said, are better acquainted with this slogan than is America, where it originated. 
Within a few weeks a Massachusetts court will decide whether the two Italians convicted of mur- 
der shall have a new trial, and in the meantime bomb outrages, boycotts of American goods, and 
general strikes throughout the world will empha size the international Communist conviction that 
the men are being railroaded to death, not becau se of what they did, but because of what they 
thought. 


Thus far,'bombs have been sent to the American Ambassador in Paris and to the American 


Consul-General in Lisbon. American representatives in Havana, Peru, Buenos Aires, and Juarez, 
Mexico, have been warned that their own deaths will follow the execution of the two Italian Com- 
munists. American goods are boycotted in several places in South America; demonstrations have 
been held in front of the American Embassy in Brussels; 5,000 Parisian police were mobilized in 
Paris following the receipt of a bomb and some fifty threatening letters by Ambassador Herrick; 
many men and women who had gathered in Rome to protest against the "American judicial mur- 
der" were injured, and more than 100 arrested, in a conflict with the police. 


What is the basis of this international protest, which started with "three men in a dim-lit, 


scantily furnished office in Boston?" There is a comprehensive article in THE LITERARY

OIL IS MAIN SUBJECT 


Patrol System Being Used 


by Many. 


The most important road meeting 


ever held In Decatur began Friday 
morning when the representatives of 
thirteen counties in Central Illinois 
assembled in the supervisors room in 
the court house to discuss ways and 
means for maintaining 
state 
aid 


roads. 
The meeting was called by 


the state aid road committee of Ma- 
con county. The counties invited were 
McLean, Champaign, Dcwitt, 
Platt, 


Douglas, Moultrie, Shelby, Christian, 
Sangamon and Logan counties. The 
only county that failed to answer 
the roil call was Logan. 


Most of the counties were repre- 


sented 
by the county superinten- 


dent of highways and the chairman 
of the county board or ot the road 
committee. 
They are practical roaa 


men with real road problems 
tt. 


solve. They got down, to business at 
once by forming a temporary organ- 
ization and electing Charles E. Vol- 
gamott, Macon county, as chairman. 


EXCHANGE IDEAS. 


The object of the meeting 
was 


stated by Elmer R. Elder of the Mn- 
con county board. 
It was to ex- 


change ideas as to the maintenance 
of stat* aid roads, the kind of ma- 
chinery to be used and to perfect a 
better system for the purchase and 
testing of road oil. 


County Superintendent Platt speak- 


ing for Sangamon county said that 
his county would apply tho patrol 
system to the maintenance of roads. 
He was in favor of a better place of 
testing road oil. Th« ideal plan 
would be a test of the oil at the re- 
finery when it is loaded on cars and 
this could be effected by the coun- 
ties uniting in the purchase of oil. 


Dewitt county at first proposed tiie 


maintenance of state aid roads by 
the highway 
commissioners but is 


now of the opinion that the only 
way to get results is for the county 
to take over the work and perfect a 
system for doing it. 


TESTED OIL.

Fifty per cent is in 
the quality of the oil and the rest 
in the way it is applied.

OIL DRILL DOWN 


TO 1,550 FEET 


Expect 
To Hit 
Trenton 
Rock At 


2,300 Foot Stage. . 


With the drill now down to 1,550 


feet the officials of the Lincoln Oil 
Co., 
the firm which Is. drilling for 


oil near the Twin bridges ncjrthwest 
of Decatur, are studying the log of 
the strata through which the drill 
Is now passing. It is just now In a 
hard blue clay and going down at tho 
rate of fifty feet a day. 


Since Trenton rock la 2.SOO feet be- 


low the surface of the ground at 
Casey. 111., where this same drill re- 
cently put down a well, it Is not be- 
lieved that the rocK will be struck 
here before 2,300 foot depth. It de- 
pends entirely upon the slope which 
the Trenton rock stratum takes as 
It cornea north. At La Salle 
thU 


rock crops out above the surface an* 
it Is figured that it rises In thl» 
section at about the rate of five feet 
to the mllo so that finding It at 2.3W 
would .not surprise the drillers here.
